From the lips of the multitude 
that swept over the Le Bourget field when the Kyan plane come 
down out of the heavens unconsciously rose the shout of "Vtvp 
1'Amerlque." Later as newspapers told them of the quiet, retiring 
traits of this young hero, of his visit to the mother of Nungesser, 
of the details of his great exploit, the French came to regard him 
as typical of the fresh, daring youth of America, A new conception 
of Americans and things American was born. Thus an attitude of 
chilly harshness toward America, Itself born ol emotion, was 
kindled In a short hour Into a new warmth of friendship and "under­ 
standing. Surely this is of International importance.

Funeral services will be held from 
the Little Church of tbe Flowers 
at 2 o'clock Friday afternoon, wtth

made by Henry M. Peltzer for th* 
asserted theft of four cigars, was 
nstituted in Superior Court yes­ 

terday when Smith filed salt 
against Peltzer for $60,000 damages 
for alleged malicious prosecution. 

The complaint filed by Smith 
through his attorney, W. T. Ken- 
drick Jr. of Los Angeles, declares 
that the defendant "maliciously In­ 
tended to injure the plaintiff in bis 
good name and character." It de­ 
clares that Peltzer appeared before 
Justice of the Peace S. D. Patter- 
son and "maliciously and without 
probable cause whatever" charged 
Smith with "wilfully, .unlawfully, 
feloniously and burglariously en­ 
tering the store" (of Peltzer) and 

ith felonious Intent, to 
commit the crime of larceny." Tbe 
complaint charges that Ptltzer 
"procured said justice of the 7ieace 
to issue a warrant tor I:,, arrest 
of said plaintiff upon said cnorge, 
well knowing that said charge was 
false and untrue and without 
foundation in fact."

Tho complaint sets forth the de­ 
tails of Smith's arrest and hto fur­ 
nishing of ball In tbe amount of 
$1000 and points out that on May 9 
Superior Judge Douglas L. Ed­ 
munds dismissed the case and ex­ 
onerated Smith.

The instrument recites that tbe 
plaintiff, ever since 1910 with the 
exception of two years service In 
the navy during the war, "has been 
a ivsid«-m of the community of 
Lomita, and that s-!nce 1916 plain­ 
tiff -has been and is now a regu­ 
larly appointed, qualified and acting 
postmaster -. . . for the com­ 
munity; and that the plaintiff, 
prior to the filing of said charges, 
has heretofore borne an unblem­ 
ished reputation and is now and 
for some time past has been a 
large property owner in said com­ 
munity."

The complaint asserts that by 
reason of the I'eltzer charges 
Smith "was 'Injuied in his repu­ 
tation and person and was pre­ 
vented from attending to his busi­ 
ness." The plaintiff sets the dam­ 
ages to his reputation at $60,000 
and asks for Judgment In that 
amount plus costs.

Smith was arrested early in a 
morning of last February when, 
after taking four cigars from the 
counter of the store which he had 
sold to Peltzer and which Is lo­ 
cated In the lobby m the postofflce, 
he was confronted I ., Deputy Con­ 
stable Ben Wayt, w lio had bidden 
In the store all' night. Smith as­ 
serts that he .had a right by lease 
provisions to enter the store and 
an understanding with Peltzer that 
he might take cigars from the 
counter In the morning before the 
store was opened and pay for them 
later. Testimony to this effect by 
Smith was ruled out by Justice 
Patterson during the preliminary 
hearing of the case in the Lomlta 
court.
